The public mind was 
overwhelmed with other matters, anti it- 
.doubt the clause passed without the know- 
ledge of many tin inkers, w ho would now 
be glad to blot out the fool stain on lie 
.character of the natio , by a re urn to 
the old law of 20 davit, with settable pro- 
visions to prevent and punish abuses ot 
franking. 

There has been a silence on the part 
of newspapers on this subject, by no! 
means creditable to the character of the j 
American press. With the exception ot 
the resolutions of the Semite, session 1 
.before last, (which, I trust, will always 
standalone.) nothing has passed oilier 
branch of our Lcgislatuie, so rlangcrotis, 
and repugnant to the principles of oiii con- i 
stitution.

We then halted until. the infantry, 
came up; Gen. Harrison ordered each' 
horseman to take a soldier of the foot be- 
hind him and cross the river; this was 
done and the aimv formed on the north 
bank of the river nhout 12 o’clock. Ge- 
neral Harrison came in front of the regi- 
ment where Col. Johnson was, and who 
had given him bv express, information 
that the enemv was not far ahead, and 
was aiming tit the Moravian towns. He 
observed to Col. J .Iwison that it was im- 
possible for lie fm'ninn to overtake the 
enemy till late in the dav, and requested 
him to push on wi It his in .tinted regiment 
and stop the retreat of the foe — remark- 
ing to the Colonel, ‘‘if yon canton com- 
pel them to stop without an engagement, 
why FioitT them, but do nor venture loo 
much.”
